ducing  areas  of  the  country  totaled  13Zi'8  miliftjW  hundr 
1970,   according  to  the  Crop  Reporting  Board.     Stocks  nor  January  1  were  2  per- 
cent above  the  holdings  of  130^4  million  cwt.    on-hand  January  1,    1969  in  the  24 
fall  States.     These  stocks  consist  of  potato esPlheV$Qtr£i  ^11  uses  on  January  1. 

The  eight  eastern  fall  States  had  37.  5  million  cwt.    of  potatoes  on  hand 
January  1,    1970,   7  percent  less  than  the  40.4  million  a  year  earlier.     Maine 
stocks,  at  25,9  million  this  year,  were  below  the  28.  6  million  cwt.   on  hand 
January  1,    1969.     Stocks  in  Pennsylvania  and  Upstate  New  York  were  above  a 
year  earlier,  but  Long  Island  stocks  were  below. 

January  1  stocks  in  the  eight  central  fall  States,  of  26.  7  million  are  7  per- 
cent less  than  a  year  earlier.  Holdings  were  larger  than  a  year  ago  in  Michigan 
and  Minnesota  but  smaller  in  other  central  States. 

In  the  eight  western  fall  States,   January  1  stocks  totaled  68.  6  million  cwt.  , 
the  largest  of  record  for  that  date.     Present  stocks  are  12  percent  above  a  year 
earlier.     Stocks  are  above  a  year  earlier  in  all  the  western  States  except 
Montana,    Wyoming  and  Colorado.     Stocks  in  Idaho,  at  38.  0  million,   account 
for  29  percent  of  the  January  1  U.S.  holdings  in  the  fall  States. 

Disappearance  of  1969  fall  crop  potatoes  from  storage  during  December 
was  23.7  million  cwt.     This  compares  with  the  disappearance  of  22.4  million 
cwt.   during  December  1968  and  the  record  high  of  25.  3  million  during  December 
1966.     Disappearance  of  1969  fall  potatoes  from  time  of  harvest  to  January  1, 
1970  was  100.8  million  cwt.  ,   a  record  high.     During  the  1968  season,  disap- 
pearance to  January  1  was  90.4  million  and  for  the  1966  season  it  was  100.4 
million,  the  previous  record. 

Movement  of  fall  crop  potatoes  to  chipper s  and  fresh  market  outlets  during 
December  was  slightly  below  last  year  as  indicated  by  rail  and  truck  unloads. 
Unloads  for  the  season,  from  harvest  time  through  December  were  also 
slightly  less  than  the  comparable  period  a  year  earlier.     The  quantities  of 
potatoes  processed  for  other  food  uses  (excluding  starch  and  flour)  during  De- 
cember as  well  as  for  the  season  to  January  1  were  both  substantially  larger 
than  a  year  earlier.     More  fall  potatoes  were  also  utilized  for  starch  and  flour 
during  December,   and  from  harvest  time  through  December,  than  in  the  same 
periods  of  1968.     Shrinkage  and  waste  from  the  1969  crop,  mainly  because  of 
the  early  freezes  prior  to  completion  of  harvest  in  many  areas,  are  above  a 
year  earlier.     Much  of  the  losses  from  these  freezes  occurred  prior  to  Decem- 
ber,  although  shrinkage  and  waste  during  December  probably  were  above  the 
same  month  last  year.
